The people of the State of California, represented 
in Sen ate and Assembly, do enact as f llows: 
Section 1. Section 3607 of the Political Code is 
amended so as to read as follows : 8607. All prop­ 
erty in this State, not exempt under the laws <A the 
United States, excepting growing crops,, prn^perty 
used exclusively f*»r public schools, and such as may 
belong to the United 3tttcs, this State, or to any’ 
county or municipal corporation within ibid state, 
is subject to taxation. 
DEFINITION OP PltOPYitTY. 
Section 2. Section'3617 of said O de 
her:bv 
amended 80 as to read as follows : 3617. Whenever 
the terms mentioned in this section are emrlóyed in 
this Act they are employed in the senee hereafter 
afuxed to them : 
First—The term “ property ” includes moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, duts, franchises and all other 
matters and things, real, personal abd mixed, capa­ 
ble of private owners!) p. 
Second- The term “ real estate” includes: 1; The 
possession of, claim to, ownership of or right to the 
possession of land. 2. All mines, minerals and 
quarries in and under the land, ah timber belonging 
to individuals or corporations, growing or being on 
the lands of the United States, and all rights ana 
privileges appertaining thereto. 3. A mortgage,, 
deed «»f trust, contract or other obligation by which 
a debt is secured, when land is pledged for the pay- * 
ment and discharge thereof, shall, for the purposes 
of assessment and taxation, be deemed and treated 
as an interest iu the land so pledged. 4. Improve­ 
ments. 
Third—The term “ improvements” includes: 1. 
All buildings, structures, fixtures, fences and im­ 
provements erected upon or affixed to the land, 
*2. All fruit, nut bearing or ornamental trees and 
vines not of natural growth. 
Fourth—The term “ personal property ” includes 
everything which is the subject of ownership not 
included within the meaning of the term “ real es­ 
tate.” 
Fifth The terms “ value ” and “ full cash value” 
mean the amount at which the property would be 
taken in payment of a just debt due ir«<m a solvent 
debtor. 
Sixth—The term “ growing crops ” includes only 
those crops which require an annual planting or 
sowing, or an annual harvesting. 
Seventh—The term “ credits" means those solvent 
debts not secured by mortgage or trust deed owing 
to the person, firm, corporation or association as­ 
sessed. The term “ debts” means those unsecured 
liabilities owing by the person, firm, corporation or 
association assessed to bona fide residents of this 
State, or firms, associations or corporations doing 
business therein. 


ASSESSMENT OF PROPEKTT. 
Scot ion 3. Section 3027 of said Code is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 3027. All taxable 
property must be assessed at its full cash value. 
The proportionate value of the capital stock of cor. 
por&lions, associations and joint stock companies, 
having their principal place of business in this 
State, for the purpose of assessment and taxation, 
shall be its market value, deducting therefrom the 
value of all other property assessed to them in this 
State or elsewhere of which such capital stock is the 
representative, 
land and improves ents thereon 
shall be separately assessed. 
Cultivated and uncul­ 
tivated land of the same quality, a d similarly 
situated, shall be assessed at the same value. 
Mortgage, deed of trust, contract, or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured, shall, for the pur­ 
poses of assessment and taxation, be deemed and 
treated as an interest in the property afiected 
thereby. 
Except as to railroad and other quasi 
public corj>orations, in case of debts so secured, the 
value of the property affected by such mortgage, 
deed of trust, contract or obligation, less the vaiue 
of such security, shall be assessed and taxed to the 
owner of the property, and the value of such 
security shall be assessed and taxed to the owner 
thereof, in the county, city or district in which the 
property affected thereby is situated. The taxes so 
levied shall be a lien upon the property and securi­ 
ty, and may be paid by either party to such securi­ 
ty ; if paid by the owner of the security, the tax so 
levied upon the property affected thereby shall be­ 
come a part of the debt so secured ; if the owner 
of the property shall pay the tax so levied on such 
security, it shall constitute a payment thereon, and, 
to the extent of such payment, a full discharge 
thereof ; provided, that if any such security or in­ 
debtedness shall be paid by any such debtor or 
debtors after assessment and before the tax levy, 
the amount of such levy may likewise be retained 
by such debtor or debtors, and shall be computed 
according to the tax levy for the preceding year ; 
and every contract by which a debtor is obligated to 
pay any tax or assessment on money loaned, or on 
any mortgage, deed of trust, or other lien, shall, as 
to any interest specified therein, and as to such tax 
or assessment, be null and void. 


RAILROADS— PLACE AND MANNER OF ASSESS­ 


MENT. 
Section 4. Section 3628 of said Code is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 
3628. The 
frauchise, roadway, roadced, rails, and rolling 
stock of all railroads, operated in more than one 
county in this State, shall be assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization, as hereinafter provided for. 
Other franchises, if granted by the authorities of a 
county, city, or city and county, must be assessed 
in the county, city, or city and county, within 
which they were granted ; if granted by any other 
authority, they must be assessed in the county in 
which the corporations, firms, or persons owning or 
holding them have their principal place of business. 
All other taxable property shall be assessed in the 
county, city, city and county, towm, township, or 
district, in which it is situated. 
Lands shall be as­ 
sessed in parcels or subdivisions, not exceeding 
640 acres each; and tracts of land containing more 
than 640 acres, whici have been sectionized by the 
United St ites Government, shall be assessed by 
sections or fractions of sections. 
The Assessor 
must, between the first Mondays of March and 
July in each year, ascertain the names of all taxa­ 
ble inhabitants, and all the property in his county 
subject to taxation, except such as is required to be 
assessed by the State Board of Equalization, and 
must assess such property to the persons by whom 
it was owned or claimed, or in whose possession or 
control it was, at 12 o’clock m. of the first Monday 
of March next preceding; but no mistake in the 
name of the owner or supposed owner of real prop­ 
erty shall render the assessment thereof invalid. 
In assessing solvent credits, not secured by mort­ 
gage or trust deed, a deduction therefrom shall fce 
made of debts due to bona fide residents of this 
State. 
STATEMENTS OF TAXPAYERS. 


Section 5. Section 3629 of said Code is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows:

Board of Supervisors must furnish the Assessor 
with “ blank form s” of the statements provided for 
iu the preceding section, affixing thereto an affidavit, 
which is substantially as follows : “ I , ------------, do 
swear that I am a resident of the county of (naming 
it), that the above list contains a full and correct 
statement of all property subject to taxation which 
1, or any firm, of which I am a member, or any cor­ 
poration, association or company of which I ana 
President, Cashier, Secretary or Managing Agent, 
owned, claiim d, possessed or controlled at 12 o’clock- 
M. on the first Monday in March last, and which is 
not already assessed this year, and that I have not, 
iu any manner whatsoever, transferred or disposed 
of any property, or placed any property out of said

IN CASE O F NON-RECEIPT OK STATEMENT. 
Section 7. Section 3634 of said C do is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 3634. When the 
Assessor has not received fr»in the owner of a tract 
of land the statement required by Section 3629, or 
v/heu such statement decs not sufficiently describe 11 
t-ratít of land to enable the Assessor to assess the 
same as required by law, and the owner or his agent, 
or in case they cannot be found or are unknown, 
the peison in possession thereof neglects, for ten 
days after demand by the Assessor, to furnish said 
Assessor with such description, the Assessor shall 
cite such owner, or agent, or person iu possession, 
to appear before the feuper or Court of the county 
wherein such land is situateJ, within five days after 
service of such citation; and the said ¡Superior 
Court shall, upon the day named iu such citation, to 
the exclusion of all other business, proceed to hear 
the return and answer of the said owner, or agent,

FERRIES.

The whole 
number of miles owned, operated, or leaded in the 
State by such corporation making the return, and 
the value thereof per mile, with a detailed state­ 
ment of all property of every kind located in the 
State, (b.) Also a detailed statement of the num­ 
ber and value theroof of engines, passenger, mail, 
express, baggage, freight and other cars or property 
used m operating or repairing such railway in this 
State ; and on railways which are part of lines ex­ 
tending beyond the lim'te of this State, the return 
shall show the actual amount of rolling stock in 
use on the corporation’s line in the State during the 
year for which the return is made. The return shall 
show the amount of rolling stock, the annual groaar 
earnings of the entire railway, and the proportionate, 
annual gross earnings of the same in. this State, as. 
nearly as practicable, and all property designated 
hereafter in this section, and such other facts as the 
State Board of Equalization may, iu writing, re­ 
quire. If 6uch officers fail to make such statement, 
said 
Board of Equalization shall 
proceed 
to 
assess the property of the corporation* so failing, 
and the valuation fixed by them shall be final 
and conclusive. The said property sh ill be assessed 
at its actual cash value. The assessmentshall be made 
upon the entire railway within the State, and si all 
include the nght of way, road-bed, track, bridges, 
culverts and rolling stock.

AG3ICDLTCSAL ORGANIZATIONS. 


We believe there is now no State in the 
Union that has not, by act of the Legislature, 
in some way recognized the importance of or­ 
ganization of it* agricultura! industries. 
Some have simply provided for a State soci­ 
ety, and have made no provision for district 
or county societies, while others have system­ 
atized the matter fully in such a manner that 
all the rural districts come under one general 
recognition. The State of Illinois is probably 
as well cared for in this respect as any other 
State in the Union. 
In that State the L gis- 
lature passed an Act creating a State Agricul­ 
tural Department, which is managed by a 
State Board of Agriculture. 
The State 
Board, is made up of a President 
and 
as many Vice Presidents'as there are or may 
be éounty agricultural societies in the State. 
.The President and Vice-Presidents are elected 
every two years by a general agricultural 
convention, in which each county society rnay 
have three members and votes, and no more. 
Each county agricultural society is entitled 
to a representative on the State Board, and 
he may be the President or any other mem­ 
ber of the county Board, nr he may be any 
other member of the county society. The 
Legislature make.-} an annual appropriation 
of money to the State Board of Agriculture, 
and said State Board is required by law to 
appropriate not less than $100 a year to each 
county Board organized and in good legal 
standing in the State. 
The State Board and 
each county Board is required te hold an 
annual fair 
of the 
agricultural, horti­ 
cultural and mechanical products of the 
State or county, and when they fail to 
comply 
with this provirion of law the 
appropriation is to be withheld. The bills 
now before our own Legislature for the State 
Society! and the district societies are, in 
their general characteristics and purposes, 
similar to the Illinois law, under which the 
State and county Boards of that State are 
organized. 
Our State and district Boards 
are made, under cur bills, appointive instead 
of elective, on account of tbat provision in 
our Constitution prohibiting our Legislature 
fron> making appropriations to any society 
except it be exclusively under State control 
and management. Then it is proposed to 
make the appropriations, under onr system, 
direct to the district societies, instead, as in 
Illinois, to the State Society for the county 
goeieties. 
In all other respects—in the sys­ 
tematic working together of the State and 
district societies—the two plans are alike. 
It is proposed to unite several counties here 
together to make up a district society, be­ 
cause ourcounties are not, as a general thing, 
8ufficieutly.populous to maintain a strong and 
efficient society, but in making up our dis­ 
tricts, counties lying contiguous are placed in 
the same district, and it so happens also 
that those whose industries and products are 
similar, come withiu the same district, and 
will therefore work naturally together in de­ 
veloping the industries within their limits. 
The bill organizing the State into districts 
makes 11 districts, and authorizes 50 or more 
residents of such district to form a district 
society, and provides for the appointment by 
the Governor of eight resident citizens as a 
District Board of Agriculture for the dis­ 
trict, who shall have full management and 
control of the society for the State. The 
members of the Boards hold office four years, 
two going out each year. The President is 
to be elected by the Board, and to be of their 
number, and to hold office as President only 
one year. The bill organizes the districts as 
follows: 
The counties of Alameda, Contra Costa 
and San Francisco, Agricultural District 
No. 1. 
The counties of San .Toaquin, Calavera?, 
Fresno, Kern, Merced, Mariposa, Stanislaus, 
Tulare and Tuulumue constitute District 
No. 2. 
The counties of Sutter, Yuba, Butte, Co­ 
lusa, Tehama. Yolo and Sacramento consti­ 
tute District No. 3. 
The counties of Sonoma, Marin, Solano, 
Napa and Lake constitute District No. 4. 
The cuunties of Santa Clara, Santa Cruz 
and San Mateo constitute District No. 5. 
The counties of Los Angeles, San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, Ventura and 
Invo constitute District No. li. 
The counties of Monterey, San I.nisObispo 
and Sau Benito constitute District No? 7. 
The counties of Nevada, Placer, Ei Dorado, 
Amador, Alpine and Mono constitute District 
No. 8. 
The counties of Mendocino, Humboldt and 
Del Norte constitute District No. 9. 
The counties of St-kiyon, Trinity and Shas­ 
ta constitute District No. 10. 
The counties of Plumas, Lassen, Modoc 
and Sierra constitute District No. 11. 
Section 17 of the bill provides as follows : 
Each association so. formed and organized 
is hereby declared and shall be recognized a 
State institution ; end the Board so appointed 
and qualified shall have the exclusive control 
and management of such institution for and 
in the came of the State, and shall have the 
possession and care of ail the property of the 
association, and shad fix the terms of office, 
and the bonus of the Secretary and Treasurer, 
and determine their salaries and duties. They 
shall have power to make all uects-ary by­ 
laws, rules and regulations for the govern­ 
ment of the assoc ation, and the management 
of its prudential and financial affairs. They 
shall provide for an annual fair or exhibition 
by the assocuu m of all the industries and 
industrial products in the district, at such 
time ami place as they deem advisable ; pro­ 
vided, that no district fair shall be held in any 
of the districts at the same time of the State 
F a ir; and provided further, that the State 
shall in no event be liable for any premium 
offered, oi* award, or f r any debt contracted 
by any D.strict Board of Agriculture or Agri­ 
cultural Association. 
When the question of putting the State1 
Society under State control, in order to en­ 
able it to receive State aid under the Consti­ 
tution, was first discussed by the State Board, 
we are informed that there was a strong feel­ 
ing against it, but after looking at the matter 
in every light, the members of the Board 
have changed their position in relation to the 
matter, and now regard this as the best thing 
for the society and the industries it is in­ 
tended to foster. We are satisfied that the 
members of the local societies will come to 
the same conclusion with respect to their so­ 
cieties when they have thought of the matter. 
By the organization of district societies with­ 
in each of tire districts proposed it will place 
the societies so organized in the same favor­ 
able position in regard to State aid that the 
State Society will be in. 
They can then 
all be put into the general appropriation and 
may each receive a proper share of all the 
money given by the State for the aid of the 
general industries. As the districts cover all 
the countie* of the State, every locality will 
share in the benefit* to be derived from the 
emulation excited. 
Each district society 
will naturally turn its attention especially to 
the effort to forward the interests of the peo­ 
ple in its boundaries, and in this way much 
good may be effected for every locality and 
will the better prepare the people of the dis­ 
trict to make a creditable showing at 
the State fair also, and to give a good 
account of the district in the annual tran­ 
sactions 
of 
the 
State 
Society. 
By 
such organization, 
too, 
in the districts, 
the State Society will be placed in direct 
communication with every locality L the 


State, and the benefits to be gained will be 
mutual, and can be utilized for the genera! 
good. By a careful examination ef the Con­ 
stitution we are satisfied that it was the in­ 
tention of the Convention that framed it 
that some sneh course a- is marked by the 
propose legislation should be adopted—that 
the Convent! in was not inimical to ai.il g 
the industries by appropriations, but on the 
contrary was in favor of this course, for they 
expressly declared tiiat the Legislature should 
in all suitable ways promote agricultural edu­ 
cation. 
It is ill our opiuion desirable that 
the legislation ou this subject should be had 
as soon ss consistent with the importance of 
the subject, in order that the organization 
may be completed in time to make the neces­ 
sary provisions for the district fairs this

SliEB WHEAT. 


Thoughtful and practical farmers are be­ 
coming more and more convinced each year 
that t eed wheat should be frequently changed; 
that one of the principal carnes of tie de­ 
crease in yield and decline in quality of the 
California crop is the constant use of the 
same seed ou the saute soil iu the same cli­ 
mate. It has been proven in numerous in­ 
stance:, that new importations of gteel of any 
given variety of wheat have been followed by 
an increased yield and an improvement in 
the quality of the wheat produced. I t lia3 
also 
beeu 
proven 
iu 
lixe 
manner 
that a change of 
varieties of 
w'heat, 
provided 
only 
that 
good 
varieties 
were adhered to, is beneficial. We are glad 
to learn that so many of our wheat-gruwers 
are acting upon the lessons of experience in 
these particulars, and that they are deter­ 
mined to profit by the knowledge gained in 
so dear a school as experience. 
In this con­ 
nection we would call attention to the fol­ 
lowing item which we cut from the Chico 
Enterprise, in regard to the doiugs of one of 
our own citizens iu the seed-wheat line. 
It 
says: 
We are informed that G. F. Nourse & Co. 
have purchased in Arizona, for J . H. Carroll, 
of Sacramento, six thousand pounds of 
“ Pima Indian W heat,” raised by the tribe 
bearing this name. Mr. Carroll has planted 
sixty acres of the Pin Hook farm with this 
wheat, and intends to raise it for the express 
purpose of selling the entire yield t., those 
farmers who may desire to change their seed 
iu the next season. 
Great care lias been 
taken to prepare the ground and the seed is 
not only pure and beautiful to look at, but as 
it was thrashed by being trodden out by the 
naked feet of the Indians, each kernel is per­ 
fect and uninjured. 
The only known name 
for this variety is “ Pima Indian Wheat,” 
and it is particularly 
recommended to 
thu.-e who desire a large yield of an 
early variety, and with straw that will stand 
up. Mr. Carroll has siso sowed 120 acres of 
the same farm witli the famous “ blue stem 
Australian wheat,” the seed of which was 
imported direct through the hou-e of Bal­ 
four, Guthrie &. Co., San Francisco. The 
lands for this were carefully prepared, and 
no pains will be spared to keep them eiean, so 
that next fail he can offer pure and reliable 
seed wheat to our farmers. S miething of 
this kind has been much needed, and we 
shall take pleasure in noting the growth and 
maturity of these new imports. 


AGRICULTURAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A F a r m e r 's D is c o v e r t.—James Smith, a 
prominent farmer living ou the Oopperopolis 
load, informs the Stockton Mail that about 
ten years ago Isis vines and trees were badly 
treated by phylloxera, which killed many 
aud seriously injured more. Not knowing 
what remedy to apply, he let the little pest 
have its course. 
A t the same time, however, 
he planted an Australian blue gum tree, and 
since then he has not seen any of the phyll­ 
oxera in his garden. He does n >t know 
whether there is anything iu the gum tree 
which is a positive preventive, but he very 
naturally- thinks there is some connection be­ 
tween its being planted and the disappearance 
of the phylloxera. 
To M a k e H e n s L a t .—To make hens lay, 
put two or more quarts of water in a kettle 
aud one large seed pepper, or two small 
ones. 
Then nut the kettle over the fire. 
Wnen the water boils stir in coarse Indian 
meal until you have a thick mush. Let it 
cook an hour or so. Feed hot. 
Horseiadish 
chopped fine and stirred into mush as pre­ 
pared in the above directions, and for results 
we are getting five to ten eggs per day, whereas 
previous to feeding we had not hail an egg 
for a long time. We hear a good deal of 
complaint from other people about not get­ 
ting eggs. To such we would warmly recom­ 
mend cooked feed fed hot. Boiled apple 
skins seasoned with red pepper, or boiled po­ 
tatoes seasoned with horseradish, are good 
feed—much letter than uncooked food. Corn, 
when fed to the hen by itself, has a tendency 
to falten rathtrthan produce the ncre profit­ 
able egg laying. 
A spoonful of sulphur 
stirred with their teed occasionally will rid 
thtm of vermin and tone up their system.— 
[Kentucky Live Stock Ilecord. 
Another M ethod 
of Smoking.—The 
Star lately, in answer to an inquiry, 
gave all the information then at its command 
in relation to the method of smoking for frost. 
We have since learned of another plan which, 
though using the same principal agent (coal­ 
tar), is yet so different in its application that 
it is worthy of special explanation. By this 
method 
the 
tar >e used without 
the 
aid of the 
brudi or 
rubbish, and 
ap­ 
pears to be much simpler and easier 
of 
application and control. The only place we 
know of its being used is on the Calder- 
wood vineyard, near Pine Station, now 
owned 
by John Greer. 
Andy Calder- 
wood, who managed the matter last year, 
tells us 
that he got 
in San Francisco 
eight 
dozen 
small 
iron 
vessels, 
hold­ 
ing, he thinks, about a gallon each. Th-se, 
with a barrel of tar, only cost $24. These 
eight dozen they used in a 20 acre vineyard 
anil proved an ample protection to it. They 
put coal-tar in the ves-eis, pour on that a 
little coal-oil as a kind of kindling, and then, 
when necessary,set fire to it. It burns readily 
aud produces a dense, heavy smoke, similar 
to that of coal-burning factories. These, it 
will be seen, are easily moved around in ca3e 
of the wind changing, very little trouble to 
prepare, and the cost of the whole outfit was 
not one per cent, of the crop, which orought 
last year about §2,705. The vessels, of course, 
and a good share of the tar, are left for an­ 
other year's service.—[St. Helena Star. 


INTELLECT 
IN 
BRUTES. 


One evening shortly after my arrival in 
Eastern Assam, while the five elephants 
were, as usual, being fed opposite the bun­ 
galow, I observed a young and lately caught 
one step up to a bamboo stake fence aud 
quietly pull one of the stakes up. Placing 
it under foot, it broke a piece oil with its 
trunk, and after lilting it to its mouth, 
threw it away. 
I t repeated this twice or 
thrice aud then drew another stake and 
began a.ain. 
Seeing th at the bamboo was 
old and dry, I asked the reason of this, 
and vvas told to wait and see w hat it would 
do. 
At last it seemed to get a piece that 
suited, and holding it in the trunk firmly, 
and stepping the left fore leg well forward, 
passed the piece of bamboo under the arm ­ 
pit, so to speak, and began to scratch with 
force. My surprise reached iu climax w hen 
I saw a ' large elephant-leech fail to the 
ground, quite six inches long and as thick 
as one’B ringer, and which from its position 
could not easily be detached 
without 
this scraper, or scratch, which was deliber­ 
ately made by the elephant. 
I subse­ 
quently found that it was a common oc­ 
currence. 
Leechscrapers are used by 
every elephant daily. 
On another occa­ 
sion, when traveling at a time of year 
when the large flies are so tormenting to 
an elephant, I noticed the one I rode had 
no fan or wisp to beat them off with. Tne 
mahout, at my order, slackened pace, and 
allowed her to go to the side of the road, 
where for some moments she moved along, 
rummaging the smaller jungles on t lie 
bank.

S a u e rk ra u t. 
Most people turn up their nose1) a t this 
thing because they do not know huw reaity 
good it is. 
“ I t’s a kind of acquired taste 
which I haven't goi.” a person says, ex­ 
cusing himself. 
W hy, sauerkraut is a 
passion with some people as really know 
what good eating is. 
It íb one of those 
things which, if you once put your mind 
to it, conics after th at mighty natural. 
I 
don’t recommend that if a party sends 
you a mess of kraut you send it next door 
to the neighbors to cook, and then invite 
yourselves in to eat it ; only, if you do 
c iok it at home, and there are lady visit­ 
ors, keep your kitchen and parlor doors 
shut, or if there is an odor, you say 
tbat 
“ it’s th at 
awful 
Dutch 
family 
next 
door 
th at 
always 
does 
it.” 
The cooking of sour, or saner, kraut don’t 
present any difficulties. 
It is good cooked 
alone. 
The only thing is th at it should be 
cooked thoroughly, and put iu a tin-lined 
pot. 
Iron makes it black aud kills the 
right taste. 
Five hours of siow simmering 
fetches it. 
Add a little butter and pepper, 
and, if you have it, some cream. 
If you 
cook w ith meat, a piece of fat brisket is 
the tiling, wi .h au end bone of ham and a 
smoked sausage. 
If the sauer-lcraut is salt, 
be sure and don’t add any more salt. 
The best fl .voriug is with two or three 
small African peppers. 
It ought to cook 
steady, and be rather dry when served, 
I t’s all the better for being warmed over. 
Ju st you take a partridge and cook it with 
som esauer-kraut, and you are bound, it it’s 
properly managed, to thank the advice of 
—Bob the Sea Cook. 


Odd Note?. 
The “ old w om an's” remedy for a “ cold 
in the chest,” a sore throat, or a bruise, 
which consisted iu an application of brown 
paper steeped in beer or vinegar, owed its 
efficacy to the heat-retaiuiug properties of 
the paper. 
A wol pad of this material, so 
far as the surface next the skin was con­ 
cerned, acted almost as well as a layer of 
w ctlm eu rag protected with a thick cover­ 
ing of flannel. 
In short, stout paper of the 
commonest sort is an effective nou-cou- 
ductor, aud may be most advantageously 
employed as covering for beds, or to eke 
out scanty clothing. It' this were generally 
known among the poor, strong sheets of 
thick paper would lie stitched to ttie hack 
of ragged quilts, with the result of render­ 
ing many a poor family comfortable be­ 
came better protected from the bitter 
weather these w inter nights. 
A piece of 
thick paper inserted between the lining 
and the oioth of a waistcoat, or in the 
back of a thin coat, will reader it warm as 
wcli as light. 
The suggestion is a small 
oue, but it is simple to carry into effect. 
In Paris the pretty ribbon dance has 
been introduced for the amusement of 
children at parties. 
Eight long ribbons of 
different colors are attached to a ring in 
the ceiling. 
Kour boys aud four girls each 
dressed to match his own ribbon, hold the 
ends of these. 
By the movements of the 
dance the ribbons are woven together in a 
dextrous manner. 
Then, by another series 
of pretty motions, they are separated 
again, and the players brought back to 
position. 
Tne graceful measures are pleas­ 
ing to the children anil the effect of the 
bright colors very picturesque. 
Miss Corson says : “ Both poultry and 
gamo are less nutritious than meat, but 
they are more digestible, and consequently 
are better food than meat for people of 
weak digestive organs and sedentary hab­ 
its.

V egetable Oysters.—Scrape, slice thin, 
and boil tender in about half as much 
water as you require soup; then add half 
as much milk, let it boil up, season with 
butter aud salt, and serve with crackers.

—Peel either out of 
doors or near the stove, or hold under 
water, cut half-way through the stein eud, 
parboil, then *boil in milk aud w ater; 
when very soft, drain, add a little cream, 
butter and salt. 


G r e e n C o r n 
F r it t e r s .—Grate fresh, 
soft, sweet corn ; to every pint add one 
cup milk, two eggs beaten, a little salt, 
flour enough to make a batter ; drop on a 
griddle and bake thoroughly. 
They must 
be quite flat to cook through. 


A s t o r H o u s e C o r n B r e a d .—One quart 
of butterm ilk, two eggs, one tablespconful 
of baking soda, two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, stir in meal until the mix­ 
ture is about as thick as buckwheat batter. 
Bake in square tin pans, about an* inch 
thick, half an hour in a hot oven.

A r c h e r y . — J. P. Trae, of Boston, says : 
“ I have read with inter st the articles on 
the different woods for bows, and bog leave 
to offer a mite on the subject. 
Years ago 
I was in the habit of making bows of red 
cedar, which one gentleman preferred an 
inquiry about. 
I found the material excel­ 
lent, so far as elasticity was concerned, hut 
brittle and a t to warp. 
Pursuing my ex­ 
periments, I glued a strip of 1-. at: er along 
tiie back to counteract the iafter fault, aud, 
pouring oil over the wood, lighted it, and 
scorched it. I found it toughened the wood 
considerably, and for years never used any 
Other how. 
I have iu my j oss< sail n a < o- 
manche bow, the descripti- u of wl ioli may 
be interesting: Length, three feet three 
inches; 
w idth, two and 
three-fourths 
inches ; thickness, three-fourths of an inch ; 
made of spruce and backed with a mat of 
buffalo sinow, glued so firmly as io defy 
both weather an l time. 
The swing was 
also of sinew ; and after I broke it, I never 
could get auoth- r tliat would stand the 
strain. 
A sheaf of arrows accompanied it, 
th at were a so a curiosity in th :r way. 
The shafts were in two parts. 
(1.) A 30- 
inch reed apparently, w ith a woody out­ 
side. 
(2.) A short piece of wood inserted 
in the end, of »n equal diam eter as the 
shaft, to which the stone and head was 
fastened w ith sinew resembling catgut, 
while both joints and feathers (hawk) were 
fastened with thin bands ot the same. 
The whole was about tliirty-three inches 
in length ; and I have seen a strong man 
draw th at three-feet bow to the head and 
send au arrow over a fence one hundred and 
sixty-three yards away ! 
I could not do it 
though.” 
How t o C u r e a H o r s b .— “ Ouida,” in 
the W hitehall Jteoieio, gives her experience 
in curing a horse of a had leg, a* follows : 
“ Rest would cure half the accidents that 
horses receive, hut pe ‘pie will not give it 
them because it costs money. 
A pet horse 
of mine had a very had strain consequent 
ou a groom’s disobedience ; his leg was al­ 
most as us’ lts3 as though it were broken ; 
he was seen by many veterinarians and 
pronounced incurably injured ; I was ad­ 
vised to sell him or kill him. I did neither ; 
1 had bis platea taken off, put him into the 
largest loose box I have—one 18 feet by 13 
feet—w ith straw up io his knees, and then, 
giving him no treatm ent txeept cold w ater 
bandages, kept him doing nothing for a 
year; gently walked about on the soft 
paths of 
my woods when it vas fine 
weather. 
He recovered entirely 
at re r 
twelve months’ re s t; and now is ready to 
jum p over tiie moon, and the only hard 
task is to make him not gallop. N w 1 am 
aware th at w hat is po sible w ith one 
favorite horse is not possible with many ; 
but there are thousands of people to whom 
a horse’s keep for a year would l e no very 
great burden, and it is only his keep th at 
costs anything when you l ave other horses 
in the stable aud men to attend on them .” 
T rapping Q u a il.—If Senator H ill or 
Assemblyman Anthony could get in an 
amendment to the game law, by which 
quail trapping would be prohibited in this 
Senatorial district, they would re-c ive the 
thanks of ali hunters iu the district. 
The 
trapping of quail is carried on so exten­ 
sively in this section th a t before many 
years scarcely a quail w ill be found in the 
vicinity. A few years ago the iiids back of 
W atsonville landing were full of q u a il; 
now there are but few there. 
Tney have 
been decreased by trapping. 
There is a 
trapper living near these hills who has a 
large coop, in which he places the trapped 
quad, aud when he wants to send a lot to 
market, he discharges a few loads from 
his gun into the cooped-up living mass, 
takes out the dead ones and ships them to 
m arket. 
He has made big wages this win­ 
ter by his nefarious practices. 
W e call 
on our legislators for a section against 
trapping.—[W atsonville Pajaronian. 


I n -B r e e d in g .—The 
leading 
physi­ 
ologists aud scientists of to-day are very 
unauiuious in opinion th at in-breeding in 
the human race, even within bounds per­ 
m itted by law, is not conducive to either 
physical, m ental or moral development, 
but decidedly the reverse. 
In pioportion 
as we descend in the scale, the ill results 
are less pronounced, or manifest, chiefly 
because the various developments of tiie 
animal are less pronounced, hut the evil 
still remains, ami where in-breeding is 
recklessly 
indulged 
in, soon 
becomes 
manifest and very serious. 
W e do not 
declaim against all in-breeding, but where 
it can be avoided and still secure the 
prominent or desirable features of type 
which we desire to reproduce or develop, 
it should be done. 
Thus, in-breeding, per 
sc, is an evil, and has been marked by the 
disapproval of all ages, deteriorating dis­ 
eases and sterility being the most prom­ 
inent evil results in toe human race.—

The carnival came and w ent this year 
with a step so light that many were not 
aware of its presence. 
Mardi-gras each 
year grows thinner and thinner until it has 
now become but a shadow of its former 
self, and has dwindled down to almost the 
Fame dimensions as Mercredi dts Lendres. 
Instead, however, of weeping over its de­ 
parture, the good people remember th at 
other times, other customs, aud that likely 
something else will eoi.ie ¿¡.'ong to rcplace 
it. 
Only 
the straggling remains of the 
Bon apar tist party, W ho have so many 
skeletons 
in 
their chsets 
th at they 
constantly call the attention of, the public 
to their gilded ornaments, plaintively re­ 
gret the disappearance of the bavfs yrvx, 
which formed an im portant featnie of the 
carnival during the Empire. 
These oxen 
were attached to a decorated car which 
contained persons in fariey costumes, and 
the whole were followed by g r e a t crowds, 
not, however, alone, for policemen almost 
as numerous as they accompanied their 
steps to arrest the hilarity siiould it ex­ 
ceed the bounds of imperial etiquette. 
Napoleon III. did not spare either inven­ 
tion or ingenuity to occupy the French 
witli amusements, remembering th at it a 
childSs given a playthim; he forgets th at 
which has been promised him, ami th at is 
why there were then 
NUMEROUS PETES 
Throughout Fiance, and why the French 
were constantly dancing and singing w ith­ 
out, however, being more disposed to 
dance and sing than other nations. 
Some 
years a;.;o the carnival commenced to be 
represented only by chi! ren, when the 
streets were on Mardi-gras crowded with 
miniature peasants, kings, queen?, knights 
and f.'liits; but even the children have 
abandoned the carnival to its fate, and, 
w ith the exception of here and there 
young 
girls 
dressed 
in 
boys’ clothes 
(a costume appreciated by all girls), and 
a little couple decked out in hat, cap 
and 
spectacles 
of 
grandfather 
and 
grandmother, no other truces of the grand 
old carnival remain. 
I t rained almost the 
whole day this year on Mardi-gras, which 
dampened somewhat the ardor of tho3i; 
disposed to greet the carnival in the streets, 
but that did not prevent the theaters from 
being crowded to overflowing and numer­ 
ous dinners and parties from taking place 
in the evening. 
. 


TIÍ3 CARNIVAL, 
An imitation of the bacclian&lia, one of 
the pagan featts which has unconsciously 
glided into Christian domain, was brought 
from Italy into France, and w ithout spe­ 
cial assistance and artificial means, like all 
hot-houpc plants, it is doomed to fade when 
the solicitude is relaxed. 
Only on one 
point of the French territory does the car­ 
nival each year (lourish w ith ail the vigor 
of an indigene. Nice, which has repeatedly 
belonged to Italy, Fiance, to Italy and 
France 
again, 
has 
carefully 
retained 
among the precious relics of the old 
country 
the carnival 
in all its brill­ 
iancy and originality. 
The people, al­ 
though loving France, are Italian through 
their language and 
their customs, and 
without any effort on their part they 
plunge into all the extravagances for which 
special dispensation is given on Mardi- 
gras. 
W hat a fete, and w hat a fairy-like 
scene ! 
All along the principal street and 
on both sides of the street tribunes are 
erected before the hon es. 
Flowers of all 
colors in great profusion, floating stream ­ 
ers, garlands, giiandoles of coloied glass, 
mottoes, shields with the arms of the city, 
all fluttering under a deep, beautiful sky, 
and animated by the sun. 
It is surely a 
charming spectaole. 
But th at is only the 
exterior form of a divertisem ent; it is but 
the aspect of public fetes to be seen through­ 
out all France. 
The originality of the car­ 
nival at Nice is neither in the richness of 
the costumes nor in the pomp of the pro­ 
cession. 
T hat which strikes the prom tn- 
ader who knows nothing of the carnival of 
Italy is the battle of confetti. 
These con­ 
fetti are regular hailstones of hard paste of 
different colors, and not only have they the 
form and dimensions of hail, they also have 
the same destination. The confetti is created 
and brought into the world for the sole 
purpose of lashing the passers-by. 
Eight 
days before the carnival all the shops are 
tilled with confetti. Industries far opposed 
to each other vie in the propagation of this 
engine. 
The 
baker sells confetti, the 
grocerman, of course, but the fruit m er­ 
chant, the umbrella merchant, and still 
others whose ordinary occupations would 
seem too far removed from th at produce, 
hang large sacks at their doors. 
One is 
then sure th at ammunition will not be 
wanting. 
However, the day of battle ar­ 
rives and the confetti pass from the mer­ 
chant’s sack into the cartridge-box of the 
combatants. 
You see from early in the 
morning grave 
personages carrying 
in 
bandoleers, a sort of game-bag, which at 
first sight seem 
to 
be 
swollen 
with 
the presents of St. H ubert (the guardian 
of hunters); but no, 
THEY ARK CONFETTI, 
And it is the chase after man which is be­ 
ing organized. 
All those who are going 
to engage in 
battle are 
besides 
fur­ 
nished 
with 
a 
sort 
of 
porringer in 
tin, 
whose 
handle 
of 
reed 
serves 
by means of an elastic to project the load 
ahead. 
The maneuver is very simple. 
The porringer is tilled, a slight bend back 
is made, the band let go, and—a gentle­ 
man has received the blow full in the face. 
I t is the custom ; the victim does not even 
turn round ; scarcely a slight movement 
indicates th at he has been touched. 
Then 
one passes to another, and so on they shoot, 
they reply. 
It is a battle fray in which 
ten thousand persons take part. 
All appa­ 
rition on the battle field is immediately 
saluted by a general attack ; there is no 
neutrality, the enemy is everywhere. They 
draw upon you from every quarter, from 
the left, from the right, from all the win­ 
dows, from all the tribunes the confitti fly 
crackliHg on the hats, and leaving every­ 
where a pasty trace when touched. 
The 
arr is no longer breathable, seeing is im­ 
possible, and blinded, deafened, choked, 
the stranger, m uttering hard things of 
these exuberant customs, thinks seriously 
of beating retreat, when he perceives that 
everybody he elbows is not only armed for 
the offensive, but is also prepared for the 
defensive. 
All faces are masked, all collars 
are raised, and every one is protected 
against the hail. 
W ith wire masks cover­ 
ing the face, which masks are cool and 
comfortable, 


ALL ARE DISGUISED, 
And ladies in elegant street or carriage 
costumes are no longer to be recognized 
the moment they are covered with thete 
wire masks. 
The elegant private car­ 
riages are no longer to be distinguished, for 
pieces of white cloth 
decorated 
with 
rosettes fall over the sides and thnB pro­ 
tect them from the contact of the confetti. 
The horses, as well, are covered and 
decorated with rosettes of various colors, 
the driver is distinguished in some fancy 
costume, and the whole move as mys­ 
terious a9 night specters from another 
world. 
The carnival is eminently Italian,

T he creation of the Rush fttnd for th e 
em ploym ent of necessitous w orkingm en 
appear-, to be effecting m ore th a n one good 
end. 
I t is no t only affording th e m eans of 
earning a living to honest and industrious 
m en who can find no other em ploym ent, 
b u t it is bringing into strang relief th e 
hum bug and hypocrisy w hich actuate much 
of 
th e prevalent pretenses of 
distress. 
Several exam ples of its salutary effect in 
th e la tte r direction have already been 
given. 
T hus a t a recent m eeting of the 
so-called “ unem ployed ” a resolution was 
adopted denouncing Mr, Hush an d his 
coadjutors 
for 
having 
dared 
to offer 
“ w orkingm en ” one dollar a day, and de­ 
claring th a t they would to n e of them w ork 
on such term s. 
One speaker w ent eo far 
as to declare th a t no m an ought to work 
for a dollar a day so long as lie could steal 
th a t m uch, and the rep o rt ad<ls th a t this 
scfttim cnt was loudly applauded, 
flo w it 
is tru e th a t one dollar a day is n ot m uch, 
and it m ay be conceded th a t it w ould be 
very unsatisfactory as a perm anent wage. 
B ut when honest and industrious men can­ 
not find em ploym ent a t th e usual rates of 
wages, and are concequent’y threatened 
w ith destitution, th ey do not turn-up their 
-nose’s a t even so sm all a sum , b u t con­ 
sidering th a t it is at least sufficient to pro­ 
vide them w ith food and shelter, accept it 
th an k fu lly u n til som ething b ette r turns 
up. 
T h at is w hat honest and industrious 
m en do under th e circum stances, and 
w hen men who claim to be in dire distress 
refuse a proffer w hich is only m ade possible 
by th e active efforts of liberal-m inded 
men, it is prim a facie evidence th a t they 
are im postors. 
N o doubt there are plenty 
of people in th e w orld who would rath e r 
steal th an w ork at any- tim e, b u t th e w orld 
does not consider th a t it is bound to con­ 
su lt 
th e 
peculiar inclinations of such 
people, and if after so frankly' declaring 
th eir sentim ents th ey find a lack of sym ­ 
pathy for th eir com plaints, th ey w ill have 
only th eir own lolly and laziness to blame. 


D uring the past m onth the Legislature 
has been learning a lesson w hich seemed 
very hard, y e t w hich could probably never 
have been enforced in r.ny other way. 
T his lesson is th a t under th e new C onsti­ 
tution double taxation is 
unavofil .ble. 


Politicians are so accustom ed to playing 
w ith w ord3 and dallying w ith principle* 
th a t they sometimes fail to realize th e lim ­ 
itations of th a t kind of business, and con­ 
sequently atte m p t the fam iliar ju g g in g 
w hen th ere are no supple words, b u t hard 


facts, concerned. 
Now, when the new 
C onstitution was under discussion 
last 
year, if8 friends vehemently’ denied th a t it 


involved double taxation, notw ithstanding 
the incontrovertible fact th a t it prescribed 


th e taxation alike of property and rep re ­ 
sentatives of property. 
I t was a perfectly 
clear case of deliberate provision for double 
taxation. 
There w as no escape from the 
sw eeping definition : “ th e w ord ‘ proper- 
“ * ty ,’ as used in this article and section, 
“ is hereby declared to include moneys, 
“ credits, 
bonds, 
stocks, 
dues, 
fran­ 
c h is e s , 
and 
all 
other 
m atters 
and 
“ things, 
real, 
p rsonal 
and 
mixed, 
“ capable 
of private 
ow nership.” 
In ­ 
deed, this definition is so comprehensive 
th a 1 it is difficult to u n d erstan d how any 
faction could have seriously undertaken to 
m aintain th a t it did no t necessitate, not 
m erely double taxation, b u t treble and 
quadruple taxation. 
I t is one of th e m ost 
perverse aud unscientific 
definitions 


auy existing fiscal scheme, an d its effect is 
to m ake th e California plan of tax atio n 


th e w orst and m ost foolish in th e U nited 
S tates—w hich Í3 really saying a great 
deal, seeing th a t there is scarcely a S tate 
in the U nion w hich has n o t soma flagrant 
defect iu its tax laws. 
T he m en w ho made 
our C onstitution, how ever, w ere quite in­ 
capable of giving th e S tate an enlightened 
fiscal policy. 
T hey h ad ju st sense enough 
to seek for precedents in o th er States, bu t 
not enough souse to ascertain w hether the 
tax system s th ey found in operation were 
based upon scientific principles or not. 
C onsequently th ey sought only such exam ­ 
ples as justified th e piling up of assessments 
upon every’ conceivable thing, aud they 
did not go far enough to realizo th e signifi­ 
cance of th e distinction betw een assessing 
aud collecting taxes. 
T hey were not well 
enough inform ed to know th a t in the levying 
of taxes it is as necessary te the collection 


of tlije revenue th a t they’ shall be so placed 
a t to produce th e least am ount of friction 
as th a t they shall be equitably d istrib ­ 
uted. 
They w ere more dem agogues th an 
legislators, and they thought to tick le th e 
m ultitude by claim ing th a t th ey had sub- 
¡ jeoted everything cone-ivable to ta -notion, 


! and th a t henceforth n« man could escape. 
T hey had in tru th taxed substance ; nd 
shadow indiscrim inately. 
T hey had de­ 
clared th a t w hen a horse is sold and a note 
is given for th e purchase m oney, th e note 
shall be another horse, and be taxed as an ­ 
other hcrse. 
They had im itated the com­ 
mon conjuring trick of rubbing one pigeon 
into tw o, in fact, and * though th ey pre­ 
tended at th e tim e th a t th e y ‘had not en­ 
tailed double tax atio n upon th e State, no 
intelligent and a t th e sam e tim e candid 
stu d en t of th e new C onstitution, ever en­ 
tertained a doubt on this head.

SHARON 
ON THE TARIFF. 


Senator Sharon has m ade q u ite a little 
speech, and in it he has said one o r tw o 
true and p ertinent things. 
H is rem arks 
about th e way’ in w hich th e tariff plunders 
tlie masses deserve to be th o u g h t over 
seriously by those who are so quick to 
resent fancied aggressions upon th eir in te r­ 
ests, bu t who endure w ith such blind sto­ 
lidity th e incessant robberies w hich they 
are subjected to by th e fiscal policy of the 
Governm ent. 
The tariff ¡3 undoubtedly 
the w orst enemy th e common people have, 
for it is they who have to m eet every’ fresh 
exaction ; it is they who have to pay on 
every article they use, on every garm ent 
th ey wear, on half th e food th ey eat, for 
th e support of industries whose excuse 
for requiring this robbery is th a t they 
could n o t be m aintained on their m erits, 
y et which continue to insist on th eir blood- 
m oney w hen th ey have been bolstered 
into 
opulence 
at 
th e 
expense 
of 
th e 
people. 
T he 
insidious, 
perennial, 
m inute 
pilferings 
of 
the 
tariff, 
however, arc unnoticed. 
I t is like th at 
vam pire bat, which fans its victim to sleep 
w ith its wings while it is sucking his life­ 
blood. 
And so the masses, impoverished 
by tb e tw o thousand drains which the tariff 
has established, driven by it from th a t 
free com petition w ith all countries which 
is th e only true support of national pros­ 
p erity , tu rn th is way and th a t for the 
cause of th eir distress, and passing over the 
real evils, fasten upon im aginary ones, and 
th reate n to pull down th e very pillars of 
society iu th eir m ad struggle to improve 
th eir condition. 
Senator Sharon did well 
to call atten tio n to th is state of things, 
b u t we fear th a t it will be long before 
those who lack organization, and 
still 
worse, appreciation of their true condition, 
w ill be tit to cope w ith th e greedy leeches 
who are ever in th e lobby of CoDgres?, 
crying for in..re and still m ore “ protec­ 
t i o n , ” and insisting on th eir heaven-bom 
rig h t to be supported a t th e expense of th at 
genuine m udsill, th e consumer. 


The R epubboans, being subject to tb e 


same confusion of ideas w hich besets all 
politicians w hen th ey u n d ertak e to discuss 
scientific questions, seem to have thought 
th a t th ere w ould be a way of juggling out 
of th e m eaning of th e bow C onstitution, 
w hen it came to applying the instrum ent. 
Thousands of w ell-m eaning jreople indeed 
probably voted for it under th e m isty no­ 
tion th a t though it wa3 very objectionable 
in m any respect?, it could somehow be 
am ended by legislation. 
So little do peo­ 
ple generally appreciate th e finality of any­ 
thing th a t th e fight against double taxation 
has been carried on as eagerly during this 
session as though the organic law was stiil 
in em bryo, and high officials have declared 
th eir opposition to the principle as though 
we were no t all living under a C onstitu­ 
tion w hich ordains th a t very thing in the 
plainest and 
m ost 
com prehensive way. 
B u t it is useless longer to sh u t our eyes to 
the facts, ar.d, moreover, th e prospect of 
relief from th e w orst errors of the new or­ 
ganic law 
depends 
greatly 
upon 
the 
fidelity w ith 
w hich 
it is operated now. 
T here 13 
no 
w ay of securing th e re­ 
peal of 
bad 
law s so 
sw ift 
and sure 
as to carry them fully iiTto effect. 
M any 
if not m ost peoplo are incapable of being 
conviuced save through actual experience. 
A rgum ents rarely persuade those who are 
prejudiced by w hat they im agine self-inter­ 
est. 
Thus th e California farm ers, who 
have th e m ost to lose by taxation of m ort­ 
gages, voted quite generally for the meas­ 
ure, believing, in spite of th e plainest dem ­ 
onstration, th a t th ey w ould be Denefited 
by a law which can only m ake it harder 
and costlier for them to borrow money. 
They refused to believe th e representations 
m ade to them , because th ey had poisoned 
tlicir own m inds by a prejudice to the ef­ 
fect th a t th eir wisest and frankest counsel­ 
lors wore somehow laying a scare for them . 
T hey could not answ er th e argum ents 
against th e taxation of m ortgages, b u t 
they could, and did, vote for the new Con­ 
stitution. 
P resently they w ill find out for 
them selves 
th a t taxation of m ortgages 
injures 
instead 
of 
helps 
them , 
and 
then th ey w ill reconsider th e ir u n ju st sus­ 
picions of th e ir tru est advisers. 
B ut they 
m ust h^ve th e results of actual experi­ 
m ent before them ere th ey w ill acknow l­ 
edge th e ir m istake, and so it is w ith the 
question of double taxation. T he C onstitu­ 
tion m akes th a t unavoidable, and therefore 
it m ust be p u t in operation. I t is useless to 
talk as though auy political p a rty coultl be 
held accountable for th e results of law s 
passed to give force to th e C onstitution. 
The answ er to all representations of this 
kind is th a t no p arty could ignore th e pro­ 
visions of the C onstitution. 
Double tax a­ 
tion is there, and therefore it m ust also be 
in the revenue laws. 
The people have in­ 
dorsed th e principle, and th ey m ay as well 
prepare to enjoy its application. 
There 
is no possibility of evading it, and it would 
be altogether unjustifiable to attem p t auy 
evasion of it. 
W hatever responsibility 
exists in this connection rest* upon those 
who, in shameless defiance of the facts, in 
brazen contem pt of the plainest m eaning of 
the plainest Lnglish, obstinately contended 
th at no double taxation was possible under 
C onstitution, and so deceived th e 
the 


w eak-m inded and credulous into refusing 
to except th e evidence of th eir own eyes.

ENULISH POLITICS. 


T he sudden announcem ent by th e Gov­ 
ernm ent of th e dissolution of Parliam ent 
lias probably n o t occasioned more than a 
m om entary surprise, for it was evident 
th a t th is step was iu contem plation, aud 
m any signs indicated th a t the tim e for an 
appeal to th e country was not likely to be 
m ore favorable. 
A nd now both parties 
have issued th eir m anifestoes, and the 
cards, so to speak, are on the table. 
A t 
first sight it appears th a t Lord H artington 
holds a stronger hand th a t Lord Beacons- 
field, h u t it by no means follows th a t th e 
m ajority of th e English people will think 
so. 
The present M inistry has sustained 
several severe reverses during th e last 
tw o years. 
I t has gone in w ith b rilliant 
and m elodram atic program m es, aud it has 
come out w ith very different showings. 
The difference betw een its prom ises and 
its perform ances rem inds one of th e differ­ 
ence betw een the gorgeously sensational 
pictures which announce th e ordinary side­ 
show, and th e reality of th e exhibition. 
Lord Beaconsfield’s “ Peace w ith H o n o r” 
in the E ast, his “ scientific fro n tie r” in 
A fghanistan, his Zulu w ar—w hat have 
they resulted in ? The T reaty of Berlin is 
already obsolete. 
The E astern question 
is more entangled than ever. 
The respon­ 
sibilities of 
England 
have enormously 
increased, while 
her 
pow er 
lias 
been 
dim inished and her prestige has 
been 
lowered. 
In C entral Asia a w ar has been 
opened, of which no m an can foresee 
the term ination. 
In India the adm inistra­ 
tion has been so bad as 
to threaten 
at once famine and insurrection. 
In Ire ­ 
land—b u t it w ould not be fair to charge 
the present condition of Ireland upou the 
Beaeonsfield 
adm inistration. 
T h at de­ 
plorable sta te of affairs has been prepared 
by influences w hich extend far back into 
the iiistory of th e tw o countries. 
The 
general situation, however, 
is evidently 
serious ero ugh for the C onservatives, and 


th ey will have to encounter th e sharpest 
fighting any p arty has had to face since 
th e beginning of tb e century. The Liberals 
have a very great advantage in th e fact 
th a t they have no policy to defend. 
I t is 
fortunate for them also th a t th ey have not 
yielded to th e tem ptation to m ake use of 
th e Home R ulers in order to em barrass 
the G overnm ent, for such a m atter m ight 
weaken them greatly at this point. 
They 
have a strongly aggressive programme, 
aud unquestionably they w ill m ake the 
m ost of it. 
The G overnm ent on its side 
has adopted a vague and enigm atic tone 
W’hich evinces th e characteristic shrew d­ 
ness of Lord Beaeonsfield, and w hich will 
be harder to deal w ith than a more clearly 
defined course. 
H e understands th e po­ 
litical value of, glittering generalities, and 
no m an living can m ake them go further. 


The Liberals, though aggressive, and 
though arm ed w ith so m any w’eapons, are 
by no means sanguine. 
They have learned 
th at th e B ritish voter is a peculiar crea­ 
ture, and th a t he is prone to cling to Tory 
views despite the w eight of argum ent th a t 
may be brought against them . 
A nd n o t­ 
w ithstanding th e recent ovations bestow ed 
upon Mr. G ladstone in his northern tour, 
there Í3 a deeply grounded apprehension in 
some quarters th a t M r. Gladstone suffers 
his sentim entality to obscure his p a trio t­ 
ism, an d th a t he is in danger sometimes 
of sacrificing th e position and influence of 
his country to ideas which are neithe 


W e publish to-day th e full te x t of Col­ 
onel M endell’s report on the debris ques­ 
tion, ar.d we comm end it to th e attention 
of the Legislature. 
I t contains a careful 
review of th e w'hole situation, giving the 
result of investigation as to the ex ten t of 
the injuries inflicted upon th e rivers by the 
flow of d bi :• . mu ti i- }.\ Iraulic mines, 
strongly recom m ending the im m ediate con­ 
struction of dains in th e m ountains, aud 
advising an appropriation of >'250,000 for 
this purpose, and’for fu rth er investigation. 
Colonel M endcll m akes some further sug­ 
gestions in regard to th e possible diversion 
of th e F eather and Am erican rivers into 
th e basin on th e east side of th e Sacra­ 
mento, betw een those stream s. 
As, how ­ 
ever, he adm its th a t such a diversio.-i 
“ is in itself destructive to our navigable 
“ line, and th a t it dues not afford relief 


“ to the 
city 
of 
M arysville 
and 
to 
“ th e fanning lands adjoining th e m ining 
“ rivers, which are now so seriously threat- 
“ ened,” w e th in k this recom m endation 
m ay be safely postponed for future con­ 
sideration, as not coming w ithin th e pur­ 
view of present requirem ents. 
No scheme 
of 
relief 
w’hich does not preserve the 
navigability of th e rivers, ami a t tlie same 
tim e save M arysville and the farm ing lands 
on th e m ining rivers from the destruction 
w ith which they are threatened, can be re­ 
garded as satisfactory, or even practicable. 


The system of dam s advocated by Colonel 
M endcll, on th e other hand, is directly in 
th e line of th e conclusions already reached 
by th e S tate Engineer, and though he shows 
th a t the appropriation asked for would at 
m ost only suffice to build throe of the 
nine dams he th in k s 
indispensable, 
it 
could and ought to be supplem ented by a 
sufficient State appropriation to complete 
th e w ork. 
I t is shown in th e report 
th a t 
no 
difficulty is presented as re­ 
gards tlie construction of th e dams, the 
m aterial for 
w hich 
lies a t 
hand 
in 
th e m ountains. 
As, however, the flow- of 
the debris is rapidly increasing the grade 
of the rivers, aud so bringing th e coarse 
m aterial nearer and nearer to M arysville 
and Sacram ento, tim e is a vital elem ent in 
the w ork of relief. 
Colonel M endcll is of 
opinion th a t th e dam s ought to be built 
th is sum m er, a t th e season of low w ater, 
and he indicates th e points at witich it 
would be m ost proper to place them . 
The 
facts in his report, condensed as they 
necessarily are, m ust bring before Congress 
th e extrem e urgency7 of the situation in a 
very forcible m anner, aud it is to bo hoped 
th at th is representation, w hen backed by 
the statem ents of the California delega­ 
tion, w'ill convince the N ational Legisla­ 
ture of th e necessity for granting the ap­ 
propriation. 


At the same tim e it m ust be pointed out 
th a t even if this appropriation is granted, 
S tate aid to the relief w orks will be equally’ 
necessary. The construction of dam s is only 
one item of th e problem . 
There m ust be 
a sy stem of dykes as well. Colonel M endell 
shows th a t an enormous mass of debris now 
lies in th e Y uba and Feather and Am erican 
rivers, 
having 
passed 
down 
into 
tho 
stream s. A nd if th is debris alone is allowed 
to come 011 dow n th e rivers, it is capable 
of causing the m ost extensive injuries, 
despite all th e dam m ing th a t can be done. 


To deal w ith this is, therefore, as neces­ 
sary as to prevent th e fu rth er flow of 
th e heavy debris, and tbe farm ers on 
Bear 
river, 
and 
th e 
peoplo 
of 
M a­ 
rysville and Sacram ento, are q nite as 
deeply interested in securing relief from 
this 
m aterial 
as 
in 
preventing 
tlie 
future flow of th e debris into th e stream s. 
W e have 
now, 
however,

scientific support for the scheme of relief 
which has been proposed, and w hich is now 
before the Legislature. 
I t is for th a t body 
to determ ine in w hat m anner th e necessary

raised. 
H ow th a t is 
effected is com paratively im m aterial, so 
long as th e rem edies pointed out by science 
are applied w ithout fu rth er delay. 
W e 
have shown th a t strong argum ents m ay be 
made in behalf of th e principal of general 
taxation.

The desire to reform the m orals of 
th e com m unity, and to prevent th e squan­ 
dering of w orkingm en’s wages on S atu r­ 
day night, is certainly a laudable one. 
It 
m ay be adm itted freely th a t card-playing 
in saloons is extrem ely dem oralizing. 
B ut 
the attem p t to alter m en’s habits and ten­ 
dencies 
by 
restrictive 
legislation 
has 
been 
m ade 
so 
often, 
and 
so 
uni­ 
form ly 
w ith

results, 
th a t we should have th ought the lesson 
of such experim ents fam iliar to all. 
W c 
are q u ite contented th a t this law should 
be tested, however.

tim e we would suggest th e propriety of 
extending th e experim ent so as to cover 
another social abuse which is productive 
of alm ost equal m isery.

season. 
W e are convinced th a t if m en’s 
wives could be polled on th is question, a 
startling m ajority would be recorded in 
behalf of th e abolition of “ lodges.”

THE LATE SUPREME COURT DECIAIONS.

C.—General: Various annual re Dor is on the 
improvement of the Sacramento river of this 
State, beginning in 1876, have made mention 
in a general way of the relation of hydraulic 
raining to the navigation of the Sacramento. 
The last annual report included a compara­ 
tive profile of the bed of Steamboat Slough 
(one of the principle channels of the Sacra­ 
mento) as plotted from Wilkes’ survey of 
Í 871, aud the survey of 1878. This showed a 
maximum tilling of 22 and a mean.filling of 8 
to 10 feet. This comp,arisen is not wing to the 
uncertainty as to the base of levels of the 
exploring expedition insisted upon except to 
demonstrate the fact of a serious Hiring. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED AT SACRAMENTO. 
The same report showed as a result of the 
survey of 1878, t at the plane ,,f low water 
a t the city of Sacramento has been raised 
about 5 feet since the occupation of Califor­ 
nia by Americans. The tide, which 30 years 
ago produced an elevation 
of 
ab ut 2 
feet at Sacramento, and made itself felt as 
high as the m ,u;b of the Feather, now does 
not sensibly extend above Hcacock Shoal, !) 
miles below Sacramento. 
A survey of the river in front of the city 
of Sacramento fora distance of two miles, in 
1854, by authoiity of the Town Council, 
shows, in comparison with our survey of 
1878. a mean tilling over this distance of 15.2 
feet and a maximum fiilii g of 25 feet. This 
comparison was made by the State Engineer. 
The State Engineer finds the filling of the 
river at the moutu of the Feather to he three 
to four feet: at Marysville, on the Feather, 
to be 13 to 15 feet; at the Yuba Mill, on the 
Yuba river, near where it emerges from the 
foothills, in a part of the stream that never 
was navigc! ie, 08 feet; and at Smartsville, 
still further in the foothill', at the outfall of 
some larger mines, tiie filling is reported to 
be 125 feet. The pools in the Feather have 
also been very much filled. The tendency of 
the river, under the great loads of material 
imposed upon it, is to take a grade which 
tends constantly to get steeper. 
Steamboat slougb, which was formerly the 
shortest ami deepest of the two arms of the 
Sacramento, is reported, on good authority, 
to have been filled a good deal since the sur­ 
vey of 1878—so much so that it has been 
abandoned as the usual route of river boats. 


NAVIGATION OK THE LOWER SACRAMENTO. 
The navigable condition of the lower river 
lias also suffered very much, owing to the I 
same cause, but not in proportion to the ac- | 
tual filling. The mean depth has been les- | 
seued ia a much greater pi- portion than has 
the maximum depth. 
The filling in the beds of the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers is mainly sand. Many 
borings in the Sacramento were made in 1878, 
almost always with the exposure of sand. At 
the mouth of the river and in some bays 
where the current is feeble there is a deposit 
•of sediment or “ slickens,” as it is locally 
called. This is a mixture in a fine state of 
division of clay and extremely tine sand. It 
is suspended wi ll such facility that it may 
almost be called soluble. 
It gives the yellow 
or tawny color to the waters of the running 
rivers, aud imparts to the waters of San Fran­ 
cisco bay a feebler, although a distinct shade 
of color. The “ slickens” do not appear to 
rest in the main river. When they reach the 
channel they are carried by its current to 
resting-places in the lower bays, and perhaps, 
in part, in the ocean. 
The other products of hydraulic mining aro 
r ind. both silicious and micaceous, gravel of 
all sizes to stones, which may appropriately 
be called cobblestones, as they reach the foot­ 
hills. As they leave the mining sluices they 
are, in many cases, much larger. 
I inclose a map of the lower Sacramento 
and its tributaries (Appendix A), covering 
the parts of the mining districts now under 
consideration. The names on the map in the 
mining districts are those of prominent min­ 
ing points. The Feather and American riv­ 
ers drain the greater part of these districts. 
The Yuba, which joins the Feather at the 
site of the town of Marysville, is also an im­ 
portant mining stream. 
Upon these last two 
streams the consequences of the state of 
affairs that has existed in this country for a 
great many years have been more fully de­ 
veloped than elsewhere. 
In order to exhibit 
these results ia an effective way, 1 inclose 
maps of the Yuba and Bear rivers for a few 
miles of their course. 
These maps are ob­ 
tained through the courtesy of the átate E n­ 
gineer Department—(Appendix B ard C). 


DEPOSITS OF MININO DETRITUS. 
A few words may be said in explanation of 
the Yuba map. The shading denotes the de­ 
posits of mining detritus. The deposit opens 
out as the river is released from confinement 
in the foothills. 
I t attains a width of tí,400 
feet, and is estimated that it has thus far 
covered 14,MX) acres in the plains, much of 
which was alluvial laud of value. 
The cross section on the Yuba map shows 
the elevation of this mass of detritus to be 
here above the general Uval of the country. 
This general level is the second bench of the 
bank, the first being covered. Tlie original 
bed of the stream is said to have been 10 or 
12 feet below the lower bench. 
The same general descriptions may be given 
of the deposits on the Bear river. 
These rivers, after reaching the plains no 
longer flow on natural channels, but make for 
themselves beds which change from year to 
year, and which are in many places above the 
adjoining farming lands. These lands are 
protected from the flood-water and from the 
mining deposits by levees, which, year bv 
year, have to be built higher and higher to 
keep up with the new deposits which are 
yearly added. When the levees give way, 
which is not an uufrequent occurrence, the 
lands adjoining are covered with a deposit. 
In places where the flood-water stands quiet 
long enough, a thick crust of slickens forms 
on the land. The thickness runs from a film 
to perhaps a foot. The sand and gravel are 
generally deposited close to the site of the 
breach. 
The losses that the farmers suffer yearly 
from this cause and the apprehension of fu­ 
ture disaster of still greater magnitude, have 
given rise to a great deal of contest in the 
Courts and Legislatures. It now exists in 
the Legislature of California, when the great 
questions of agriculture and mining are en­ 
gaged in controversy. There is much to be 
said on each side of the contest. 


HTDRACLIC MINING. 
The great source of the evils that have 
been briefly sketched is admitted to be min­ 
ing. The main existing cause is hydraulic 
mining. Quartz mining and other mining 
than hydraulic have their influence ; but their 
sources are relatively so insignificant that 
thev may be neglected in comparison with 
hydraulic mining. 
_ 
Hydraulic mining makes a profit out of 
gravel or earth which contains six or eight 
cents in gold to the cubic yard. It does so 
by making water do the work that in other 
p ining is done by machinery or by maDual 
’ abor. Water excavates the mountains, and 
irries the detritus to the dumps out of the 
• ay. Water also brings this detritus from 
tli 3 dumps, which are generally in gorges of 
the mountains, to the plains, the river beds 
■or ocean beds, wherever it conies to rest. 
When the water is made to excavate it is 
1 under a pressure of one to 300 feet, and 
s discharged against the bank from a nozzle 
that may be five inches in diameter, and in 
- 
i cases is nine inch.s. This same water 


condncted in sluices of four to six feet wide, 
on a grade of 200 to 300 feet to the mile, car­ 
ries the excavated detritus to the outfall or 
dump. New material accumulates at the 
dumps until the freshet in the channel carries 
it below. 
The streams at the upper mires 
have a fall of 70, and perhaps 100 feet to the 
mile. 
A freshet with such a fall makes a 
rapid destruction of a dump. 


CAPITAL INVESTED IN MINING. 
This rapid and cheap handling of earth or 
gravel is made |ios.-ible only by large invest­ 
ments of capital. 
These investments are 
made to bring water from higher altitudes, -•* 
that it can be u-eil under the necessary press­ 
ure. The water is brought iu ditches forty 
mile3, more or less, long, buiit iu a country 
which, for vertical dimensions and steep 
slopes, is almost unequaled. These canals 
are bold in the extreme. 
Inasmuch as the 
streams do not furnish sufficient water at all 
seasons, it becomes necessary for the miner 
to store water from the melting snows, which 
he does in large reservón». which are also ad­ 
mirable specimens o f their kind. Ti e-e res- 
erv. p.- are well up towards the summit of 
the Sierra Nevada. Si veral are shown on 
the map, as tlie F. rdyce. the Bowman, the 
English and the Meadow Luke. 
, 
The const'notion of the canals, reservoir.-: 
and sluices from tire ’nines ti the dump, 
which is often through a tunnel some thou­ 
sand feet in length, are all preliminary to the 
actual operations of turning. 'These con­ 
structions have, in some cases, required sev­ 
eral year- time, and i i the case of the North 
Bloomfield required the expenditure of about 
two millions of money. In these circum­ 
stances lies one of the main appeals of the 
miners. In many c .-• « the prii cipal has 
not been retnrne-1, and cannot be returned 
unless the system is allowed to continue. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOB ACCUMULATION OF 1)1 UK’S. 
Although the hydraulic miner is now un­ 
questionably responsible for the couth u.tl ac­ 
cretions that raise the levels of the btds of 
the water courses year by year, yet the his­ 
tory of there deposits »h -w that lie is not re- 
spoi sible for all that is past. Hydraulic 
mining, in the ell relive form it. now present-», 
is of quite modern growth. 'The earli-r min­ 
ing done from 1848 to 1800 was done by 
manual labor. W ater was used to work out 
the gold, but was not used to excavate to any 
great extent. The water was uot used under 
pres-ure. 
During there years, and especially 
durinc the first five or six years, continuing 
from 1818, many thousands of men were em­ 
ployed in placer mining all through the gold 
districts. 
During all thejn years there was 
no great flood. The winter of 1831 2 was the 
occasion of the severest flood California has 
ever known since 1848. This fi "d found all 
the little gulches and the beda of larger 
streams stored wiih the material resulting 
from ten years’ mining. This freshet brought 
the sand and gravel down in immense quan­ 
tities. W hatever filling of the channel may 
have taken place previous to this time, it ap­ 
pears to have escaped notice. 
The winter of 
18155, which gave high water, increased the 
evil. The placer mining had been nearlv, if 
not entirely, exhausted by this time. 
Each 
successive flood has made things worse and 
worse. 
It has been said that a profit can he made 
out of earth that contains a few cents of gold 
to a cubic yard, but in order to accomplish 
this a large investment of capital must be 
made in procuring a sufficient supply of 
water under an adequate pressure. 
It will now be understood that in order to 
return a good interest on large investments 
larger quantities of earth must be handled. 


W H A T W A T E R IS R E Q U IR E D TO D O — Q U A N T IT Y 


1 
U S E D . 
The quantity of water that a mine uses is 
gonerally pretty well known, at least approxi­ 
mately. The quantity of earth that is moved 
has not generally been a subject of interest 
to the miners, and for that reason our infor­ 
mation on this subject is not as full as is to 
be desired. In a few cases the am unt of ex­ 
cavation has been measured, and some at­ 
tempts have been made to obtain general 
results as to the amount of excavation that 
can be made with a given quantity of water. 
This amount varies with the character of the 
material, with the slope of tiie hill and with 
the pressure of the water. It is not here pro­ 
posed to go into detail on this point, hut it 
seeuis desirable to convey some sort of an ad­ 
equate idea of the results of tin*, kind of exca­ 
vation. 
An inch of wnter running for 24 hours is 
taken to he 2.230 cubic feet. 
On the San 
Juan ridge, between the South and Middle 
Yuba, the State Engineer reports that in the 
year beginning November, 1878, 2,810,317 
inches of water were used, while the quantity 
ascertah ed to have been used during the 
same time in the drainage basin of the Yuba 
is 5,803,002 inches. An inch of water 
will excavate at all rates from 1 to 7 or 8 
cubic yards of earth. The Spring Valley 
mines at Cherokee 1 ave been excavated to 
the extent of 23,000,000 cubic yards in 7 
years, with an average quin’ity of 2,250 
inches. Allowing 310 days to the year, the 
daily excavation for an inch of water is about 
4 yards. The material here is very light, 
mostly sand, fine gravel and clay in cliffs 400 
feet high. The grades of the sluice is perhaps 
an average, being one foot in 24. 


Q U A N T IT Y O F E A R T H D E P O S IT E D IN T H E S T R E A M S 


BY T H E M IN E S . 
It would perhaps be an excessive allowance 
to apply this rate of excavation to the Yubas. 
It is, however, within the probable limits of 
truth to place the amount of material exca­ 
vated in the basin (: the Y'uba at 2Á yards to 
the inch. This allowance makes the yearly 
amount placed in the stream and its tributa­ 
ries at 14,000,000 or 15,000,000 cubic yards. 
On the other mining streams, the Feather, 
Bear and American, there is no reliable in­ 
formation as to the amount excavated aud 
deposited in the streams. 
The attempt has been made to estimate the 
quantity of material in the Yuba and Bear 
rivers that have not yet reached the naviga­ 
tion lines, but which lies in the path of the 
floods, and is therefore liable to be washed 
further and further, in greater or les3 de­ 
gree, by every freshet. These deposits are 
the result of past mining. If no more were 
added, they are yet capable of doing a great 
injury to the water-courses below. 
The amount lying in the bed of the main 
Yuba and its branches, above the Yuba mill, 
is 49,263,200 cubic yards. The amount below 
the Yuba mill, as far as Marysville, 14,1500 
acres covered, average depth assumed to be 4 
feet, is 94,288,664. Total, 143,551,864. 
On the Bear river the estimate is 148,248,­ 
000, of which 62,088,000 lies in the plains, 
and 86,160,000 cubic yards are in the bed of 
the stream above the foothills. This estimate 
makes the total amount in the two streams to 
be 291,799,8(54 cubic yards. It is not pre­ 
tended that this estimate is accurate. It 
could not be so without boring the deposits 
iu thousands of places. 
It is made from the 
best information available. Its use, in its 
imperfect accuracy, is to convey to. those 
who have not the opportunity of seeing it 
some conception of the enormous dimensions 
of the phenomenon. 
The character of this deposit has already 
been defined. 
It is sand, gravel, slickens and 
stones. The part that has reached the plains 
to this time is sand, gravel and slickens. The 
layer of gravel and cobbles remain, as yet, in 
the foothills. There is some coarse gravel in 
the Yuba, four or five miles below the Yuba 
mills. 
The Y’uba having been filled 125 feet at 
Smartsville. and perhaps 15 feet at Marys­ 
ville, the slope of the river between these 
points, a distance of 18 miles, has been in­ 
creased 110 feet, which is about six feet per 
mile. This about doubles the original slops. 
This tendency to increase the slope of this 
part of the river brings the gravel lower aud 
lower. This is counteracted, to some extent, 
by the ereat breadth of the stream in the 
plains at high water. 
Small gravel is, how­ 
ever, found now in small quantities within 
three or four miles of Marysville. With the 
increase of slope under the influence of fresh­ 
ets we must expect this gravel to reach first 
the Feather, and in due time the Sacra­ 
mento. Once in either of these streams in 
considerable quantities, it cannot be expected 
to move under the influence of the current, 
or if it did, the effect would be to transfer it 
toa more objectionable place. In the Feather 
the pools that formerly alternated with 
ripples have been filled. 
It is estimated by 
the State Engineer Department that there is 
a deposit in the Feather river of 40.000 000 
cubic yards, and in the Sacramento below 
the mouth of the Feather something like 
100,000,000 cubic yards. 


FUTURE MINING. 
The quantity of material that remains to 
be excavated at the mines by hydraulic 
process cannot be stated with any particular 
degree of accuracy. This quantity is, how­ 
ever, known to be^very large. The quantity 
remaining in the San Juan ridge, between the 
South and Middle Yuba, was estimated bv 
James D. Hague in 1876 to be 700,000,000 
cubic yards. The following quotation from a 
printed report made by this gentleman illus­ 
trates this statem ent: 
“ The linear extent of the gravel channel 
and its branches in this ridge is about 25 
miles. Deducting liberally for the portion 
already worked and for that too deeply cov­ 
ered by lava to be available for hydraulic 
mining, there remain probably not lésB than 
14 miies of channel available for working, 


from which only a comparatively small por 
tion of the top gravel has been removed. 
Below San Juan the gravel body has a sur­ 
face width of over 1.000 feet and is. say, 140 
feet deep. 
From Badger Hill to Bloomfield 
it is for the greater portion very much 
wider and deeper. 
A t Columbia Hill its 
surface width varies from 3,000 or 4,000 to 
8.000 feet, and is from 300 to 600 feet deep. 
The gravel at 
Lake City is probably 
300or 400 feet deep. 
At North Bloomfield 
it is opened to the bed-rock, showing a depth 
of more than 300 feet. Roughly estimating 
the average width of the remaining gravei 
range at 460 yards, and after allowing for the 
portion worked off, placing its average depth 
at 70 yard-, the sum is an average of 50,000,­ 
060 yards per mile, or for 14 miles say 700,000,­ 
000 yurds. There are, so far as is known, no 
means of estimating the contents of ocher 
travel deposits in the drainage liasiu of toe 
Sacramento, nor is it nece.sary for the pur­ 
poses of this report that this amount l>e now 
known. W hat is fairly known is sufficient 
to justify a conclusion.” 
The preceding description enables us to 
forecast with certainty, i u every respect but 


t i m e , the disasters which impend over the 
valleys and their w ater courses. 
Thu great 
gravel deposits on the flanks of ibe Sieiru 
Nevada occupy the cha m Is of an ancient 
• drainage system, which was otJit-rated bv 
an 
enormous 
movement of gravel and 
hould.rs brought from higher regions, per­ 
haps, by glacial action. 
New drainage lines 
were in time excavated by ero-ion, and these, 
in turn, are now undergoing a process of ob­ 
literation which, if lets magnificent in the 
scale of movement of m aterial than the 
ancient natural action, is no le-.s certain iu 
its r. suits. 
I t is hardly necessary here to say anything 
as to the probable alignment of the third and 
h o t drainage system vvl.i h will re;-ho.e that 
which now exists. 
It is sufficient to appre­ 
ciate hat the result. Vie w hat it may, will 
bring disaster to a large portion of the átate. 


S T O R A G E O F M IN IN G D E T R IT U S . 
It is then of the first im porta' ce to know 
what can be done to remedy or mitigate thtse 
eviis th at have been described. 
This de:c:ip- 
tion has been directed mainly toward showing 
the injuries to which the rivers arc exposed. 
There are other features th at are only second­ 
ary iu important'". 
The elevation of the bed 
raise.- the fluid line and gives to an ordinary 
freshet the terrors of a flood. 
The riparian strips of country is corstantlv 
threatened with overflow, ami all the country 
which depe. ds on tha rivers f. r communica­ 
tion finds ,Lc efficiency of navigation im ­ 
paired. 
Relief from the certain increase of evil that 
must result from a continuance of the pres­ 
cut system of mining can be gives only by a 
restraint of the mining detritus I y storing in 
places where it can do little harm. This 
mass of m aterial m ust be stored in reservoirs, 
the best place for which is iu the foothills of 
the Sierra Nevada. 
The reservoirs m ust be 
made by placing dams across the beds of the 
streams into which the m aterial is discharged 
from the mines. 


M A T E R IA L F O R D AM C O N S T R U C T IO N . 
Well up in the foot!.ills there is an abund­ 
ance of stone. 
This is the material of which 
to m ike the dams, which will be a mass of 
rip-rap, the pieces being of sufficient weight 
not to be moved bv the freshets. The dam 
will therefore not be water-tight, and being 
composed of stones without bond, we are en­ 
abled to found it on the gravel without the 
necessity of going to bed-rock below. 
It is, 
therefore, an obstruction rather than a dam. 
The slopes of the mass will depend upon the 
size of the material. 
Yv'ith large stones of 
several tons weight the lower slope may be 
one base. 
The only disaster that can come 
to such stmcture is settlement. 
If it should 
be undermined at the foot of the slopes, it 
will settle, and can be restored by the addi­ 
tion of stone. The construction is inex­ 
pensive, involving no skilled labor. 
Now suppose such an obstruction placed 
across tha bed of the Yuba, the storage ca­ 
pacity will depend upon the slope the ma­ 
terial takes under the action of the freshets. 
Tiie slope of the detritus now in the bed at 
this point, as it was left by last winter’s 
freshet, is about 22 feet to the mile. 
If we 
as.-ume this as the slope when the reservoir is 
full, the estimate of the storage, based upon 
the surveys of tiie State Engineers, show that 
a bight of one or more obstruction, making a 
total of 50 feet, placed just above D eercretk 
would hold back about thirty million cubic 
yards. Taking the slope of 10 feet to tiie 
mile, the same obstruction would hold back 
seven a id a half million yards. 
If you suppose the material mined on the 
Yuba to be stored, it would not be two years 
before the larger capacity here mentioned 
would be exhausted. 
It cannot be expected, however, that all 
the detritus will be stored. The slickens and 
some proportion of the sand will escupe. 
W hat that proportion may be, experieuce 
must determine. 
We can safely say that a 
very large proportion will lie retained, and 
that in this respect, the condition will be im­ 
proved. 
When the necessity for more storage ap­ 
proaches, let us suppose another dam built of 
suitable hight placed further up stream, and 
so on in succession as may prove to be neces­ 
sary. The width of the bed of the Yuba at 
the dam site is 300 feet. There is a deposit 
iu the bed of 30 feet of sand, gravel and 
stones. The side slopes of the mountains rise 
to a hight of perhaps 1,500 feet, aud have an 
inclination of 35° to the horizon. 
The base of the first dam is 300 feet. Fifty 
feet higher the width of the valley will be 
440 feet, and each succeeding hight of 50 feet 
would widen the stream 140 feet. The hight 
that it may be prudent to give to these dams 
depends so much on the material and circum­ 
stances in each case that it must be left for 
future consideration. 
The following table gives the storage ca­ 
pacity for different hights on the assumption 
that the material takes aslope of ten feet to 
the mile. The quantities in th¡B table are 
used as a basis for an approximate estimate:

In this calculation no allowance is made 
for the increase of reservoir by tributary 
streams, nor for extension up stream above 
the original length assumed, namely, 40,000 
feet. If, then, the dimensions turn out to be 
as here assumed, the storage in the table is 
much too small. 
The dimensions assumed 
are an average given by the State Engineer 
Department. 
The economy and comparative stability of 
low dams are plain. 
The 25-foot dams re­ 
quire about two thirds the quantity of stone 
of one 50-foot dam, giving the same storage 
capacity. 
The oontents of the dam are calculated 
solid, without allowance for voids, and to 
each volume 20 per cent, is added, for paving 
below the dam. 
In the first three dams, 
taken as a whole, one cubic yard of stone im­ 
pounds 242 cubic yards of detritus. For the 
other dams, one cubic yard of stone im­ 
pounds about 580 yards. 
There is some difficulty in estimating the 
probable cost of these dams. Good authority 
places the cost at about 81 per yard. The 
materia', is known, for some dams at least, to 
be convenient in the hills above. 
It is pro­ 
posed in the absence of full information t* 
adopt higher rates, which "are assumed as fol­ 
lows : 
Average for first three dams, i l 50 per yard ; 
for remaining dams, $2 50 per yard. 
With 
these rates the cost of the first three dams 
will be 8222,025, Btoring 35,700,000 cubic 
yards, being about three-fifths of a cent per 
cubic yard stored. For the upper dams, the 
bed of the stream having taken the slope of 
ten feet to the mile, the expense becomes re­ 
duced, per cubic yard stored, to less than one- 
half a cent. 
. 
The above is as fair a statement of the 
probable cost of this system as can predicted 
from onr present information in regard to the 
Yuba. This river is the principal seat of 
this kind of mining, and it has received the 
most attention. 
We are not prepared to go into the same 
kind of calculation as to the American or 
Bear. There may be some objections in the 
latter streams to this storage, for the reason 
that it may interfere with the ontfall of the 
mines. The cost will probably be less in 
these mines, for the reason that the amount 
of mining is less than the Yuba. 


ALTERNATIVES PRESENTED. 
This system of storage, the cessation of hy­ 
draulic mining and the destruction of the 


navigable rivers of the interior are the al­ 
ternatives wtiich present themselves for con­ 
sideration. It is true that the last alternative 
is not without qualification, as will be seen 
further on, when the diversion of some of the 
tributaries of the ¡Sacramento is considered. 
It is to be remarked that this diversion is in 
itself destructive to our navigable line aud 
that it does not afford relief to the city of 
Marysville and to the farming lands adjoin­ 
ing the mining rivers, which are now so 
seriously threatened. 


HOW THE DAMS MAT BE HADK. 
The purpose of these dams is novel. The 
mining dumps, however, in the rivers where 
the material is large, as at Smartsville, play 
the same part, and store material above 
them. The security of these dams depends 
upon the stability of the lower elupe. 
The 
shines on these slopes mu-t be so large as to 
hold their places under the fl oda which pass 
over them, and the positions they are made 
to take must be of studied irregularity so r.s 
to destroy velocity by falls. 
Tiie first dam of the series i the most im­ 
portant, and will require the mo.-tpai . i c u 
lar care in its c m true; ion. 
The cost of these d am.-, it must be admitted, 
cannot at prese- t be closely forecast. The 
prices that have been ureuined are much in 
advance of those that are given by good 
authority in such ma >rs. 
It remains for 
experience to indicate what th.s cost will he. 
It we double the estimates that have liten 
made the per cubic yard stored '.rill yet be 
moderate. 
The mines about Smartsville are among 
the best. * There are also mines at Timbuctoo 
and Sierra Fiat, on the 5 ui.a. All there 
mines are below the s.tcs of the dams at Deer 
creek. We must store the debris of these 
mints low down. 
G >iug down to the edge of 
the foothills we find a place which is about 
I 6,600 feet wide iruiu high l.n.d on one side to 
high land on the other side. This is a very 
good site for a dam, which will have to be 
made of brush. The material is convenient, 
in tha shape of the thick growth of willows 
which spring up on the mining deposits. The 
storage area below the Smartavilie dumps is 
about 2,700 acres, which, covered to a depth 
of ten lVe.t, will give a reservoir capacity of 
43,560,600 cubic yards. This res rv ir will 
help to restrain the sand which may escape 
from the upper storage. 
The long crest of this dam will make a F.afe 
overfall ; a ls.ge pari of the dam material 
will be constant y w-L mid therefore durable, 
aud will, however, require repairs from time 
to time. 
The detritus that lies in the plains below 
the foothills can hardly be raised higher than 
it now is without danger and certainly alarm 
to the farmers where lands adjoin. By di­ 
recting tlie course of the Yuba liver through 
the plains, it is believed that it can be made 
to create and maintain a l ed, provided new 
accretions of saud are prevented. 
The treat­ 
ment will require the transfer of a relatively 
small quantity of the detritus to the draiuag-j 
channels below. 


TREATMENT OF BEAR AND AMERICAN RIVERS. 
The Bear liver requires almost identical 
treatment with tha Y'uba. 
I t ought to have 
a lain at some point iu the mountains. This 
river has not been examined with the same 
care as the Y’uba, aud therefore an estimate 
cannot be made with the>ainedefinitcue.-s. A 
second dam ought to he built at the edge of 
the plain near (,'arnp Far West. 
The same treatment ia required for the 
American i iver. 


WHEN THE DAMS SHOULD BE BUILT. 
If this description of the existing state of 
affairs is at aii adequate, it will not be doubted 
that the necessity tor these works is urgent. 
I t is strongly recommended that these dams 
be built during the coining summer. 
The 
proper time is during low water, which ex­ 
tends from August to October. 
During this 
period there is little water iu these livers, ex­ 
cept that which comes from the ravines, and 
consequently there will be little difficulty, 
due to the presence of a strong current. 
A t the dam rite in the Yuba, near the 
mouth of Deer creek, the rise of high water 
is stated to be 11 or 12 feet. The freshet' are 
generally of short duration in the winter, the 
greater part of the precipitation being in the 
form of snow. 
A second high stage lasts 
through May and June, during which time 
the snow is melting. 
This latter stage is be­ 
lieved to be riot so high as the winter fresh­ 
ets. although much longer. 
The storage of mining detritus in the 
mountains being successfully disposed of, the 
future will probably be relieved from the im­ 
mense accretions of sand that now escapes 
yearly from the mines. This is an immense 
advantage. But it remains to point out an­ 
other source that is open for the further pro­ 
tection of the Sacramento river. The full 
investigation of this plan as to its cost and 
probability of proportionate benefit, will 
have to be left for future occasion. 


RAISING THE EAST BASK OF THE SACRAMENTO 
RIVER. 
It m ar be noticed on the map of this re­ 
gion, that the Sacramento is bordered by low 
lauds, represented by shaded lines. 
One of 
these low districts lies between tlie Feather 
and American rivers, on the east side of the 
Sacramento. 
Some parts of this land are 
represented to lie as much as 20 feet below 
the banks. 
The average depth has been esti­ 
mated at 12 feet. 
The area is said to be in 
the neighborhood of 60 square miles. Ad­ 
mitting these statements to be exact, tlie 
storage capacity of this basin, tilled to the 
banks, will be about 700,000,000 cubic yards. 
It is believed to be practicable to turn the 
Feather aud American rivers into this basin, 
and make them deposit therein the sands 
which they bring down. No objection is now 
seen to turning the American iu this way. It 
is not navigable. 
The diversion could not 
fail to be beneficial to the Sacramento. 
The Feather differs from the American 
in being a larger stream, and consequently 
likely to be more exnensive to divert, and 
also in being navigable. 
It is now the out­ 
let for a certain district of country, and 
maintains a small commerce. 
I t is recommended that a full investiga­ 
tion of this problem be made as soon as pos­ 
sible for future guidance. 


REMEDIAL MEASURES INDISPENSABLE. 
The foregoing is an outline of the remedial 
measures that are possible. 
It is scarcely 
necessary to add, in view of what has been 
said, that some measures are indispensable. 
The only alternative is a cessation of hy­ 
draulic mining. Even if this alternative were 
adopted it would still be necessary to restrain 
the many millions of cubic yards of detritus 
already mined, and now lying in the path of 
freshets which urge it, year by year, into the 
lower lines of drainage. 
It is in a large part due to the courtesy of 
the State Engineer of California, who has 
given access to data as yet unpublished, that 
it has been possible to make this report with 
any amount of definiteness, either as to the 
magnitude of the evil, or the cost and proba­ 
bility of success of remedial efforts. 
The general features of this phenomenon of 
choked rivers have been known for some 
time, but no attempt has before been made 
to assign a measure to these features. 
It 
must be regarded as most unfortunate that 
these measures had ro t been taken years ago. 
Some definite conception of the circumstances 
would then have been possible, and tlie .evil 
could have been Rrappled with in good time. 
The problem heeomes more serious by delay. 
The statement of the case which has been 
given fails of its object if it does not convey 
a most serious view of the urgency of the 
question. 
It is respectfully suggested that 
this question be brought to the attention of 
Congress as soon as practicable. 
Reasons have been given why a full esti­ 
mate of cost cannot now be made. 
A great 
part of the data has come from investigation 
outside of this office. Our information must 
be admitted to be incomplete, but it is 
sufficient to justify a recommendation for an 
appropriation by Congress. 


APPROPRIATION RECOMMENDED. 
It is, therefore, respectfully recommended 
that an appropriation of 8250,000 be asked of 
Congress, to be expended during the present 
year in the construction of storage reservoirs 
for mining detritus on the tributaries of the 
Sacramento river, and in a further study of 
this question.
